Subject Of Rumors 


With the Selectmen's decision 
only a few hours old, following 
their Monday night declaration that 
Town Manager Thomas E, Duff's 
term in office will not be renewed, 
rumors began floating into any 
listening ear concerning his suc- 
cessor, 

The Board has not announced 
anything - but many prominent 
names are being anonymously put 
into circulation as possible interim 
managers. None are official, They 
include Howell M, Stillman, Vic- 
‘tor Mill Jr. and Selectman Wil- 
liam Stewart, plus several depart- 
ment heads and others in the com- 
munity whose interest in town 
government has been more than 
casual, 

Mr, Duff’s term expires June 8, 
and presumably the Selectmen will 
name someone to take over the 
reins of government until a per- 
manent manager can be found, 
Whether or not the appointee will 
be a caretaker, or an active man- 
ager for the duration of the ap- 
pointment, has not been disclosed, 

In fact, the only certainty that 
exists is the Board’s action in 
deciding not to renew Duff’s term 
of office. The statement in full 
is published elsewhere in this 
edition, as is Mr, Duff's prepared 
comment on the action, 

Chairman Philip K, Allen read 
the statement to a crowd of about 
100 persons Monday evening, de-

On Smoking 


A tightening-up of regulations 
on smoking in school buildings is 
being coupled with an appeal to

Statement Issued 
By Selectimen 


‘*Under the Town Manager form 
of government, the Selectmen of 
the town of Andover appointed 
their first full-time town manager 
in 1959, That appointment was for 
a five year term in accordance 
with the newly-adopted town 
charter and was effective as of 
June 8, 1959, On June 8, 1964, this 
year, that five year term expires. 

“*The re-appointment of the town 
manager rests solely and com- 
pletely with the Board of Select- 
men just as ‘do some other appoint- 
ments that are spelled out in the 
Charter, The office of town 
manager is therefore subject to 
the control of the selectmen, who, 
on a three-year term basis, are 
themselves subject to election by 
the voters of the town, 

“We sincerely believe that it 
is the obligation of the Board of 
Selectmen to see that the town of 
Andover has the best possible 
management of its administrative 
affairs, This we do not believe:

Only Time Will Tell 


The Selectmen, by an unanimous vote, made official 
Monday night what had been circulating around the town 
for months as a rumor — that the town manager would not 
be re-hired at the end of his term June 8. 

The reaction was immediate, following first reports of 
the decision in last week’s Townsman. And as could be 
expected, many persons rallied to the defense of Town 
Manager Thomas E. Duff. Most of these individuals are 
single-minded in their efforts — they wish only to help a 
man whom they have come to know and to like. 

Others, however, have stated a second reason for their 
efforts. They profess to feel that the Selectmen — two of 
whom were on the Board which appointed the manager — 
should be cniticized for their general, as well as their 
specific, actions. They show their displeasure by support- 
ing the manager in this last-ditch effort. These critics 
point out freely that the two members of the Board, having 
been responsible for hiring the manager and for annual 
raises in salary until 1964, should not blame the manager 
for errors in judgment or administration, in which they 
participated, 

Only time will prove or disprove the Board’s present 
statement that better administration of the town’s affairs 
can be obtained. 

And only time will tell what specific action the voters 
may take, after they have a reasonable opportunity to 
compare the work of a new manager with that of Mr. Duff. 


Bus Question 


Bus service to Pomp’s Pond has been under discussion 
at recent Recreation Committee meetings. 

And it appears that contrary points of view are being 
expressed — is service necessary? Should the service be 
extended? 

For some years, buses have travelled set routes to pick 
up children headed to Pomp’s for lessons and a swim. 
The pick-up points are well-established. 

‘As the town grows, there is obviously going to be some 
demand for an extension of the routes. New houses bring 
new parents who, rightly enough, believe their children 
should have the same tax-supported service as any other 
youngster. This is, then, the basis of the argument for 
extending the service.

The contrary point of view is expressed by those who 
wonder why the town should transport the children for 
free, Acknowledging that this has been done for years, 
and therefor is an established service, the question is 
none-the-less pertinent to the discussion. 

If all townspeople can not be given the service, within 
a reasonable distance from their homes, is it justified to 
provide transportation for only a part of those who wish 
to utilize the facility? ‘All taxpayers are, after all, paying 
a portion of the cost. 

Should not there be some payment for the service, thus 
taking part of the load off the town, and placing it with 
the parents? 

While not attempting to arbitrate this dispute, nor to 
pose any easy answers for a difficult problem, we do 
suggest that extension of the service can only result in 
trouble for the town. 

Residents in all outlying districts will properly demand 
the extension of the service to their neighborhoods, if it 
is granted to other areas of the town. 

The cost would be prohibitive, yet they would have 
justice on their side, should it come to this point. 

We trust this will not be the case — but the problem 
needs to be recognized as one of those created by the 


growth of the community. 


Meeting Antiquated? 


A brief news story this week quotes a professor of 
government in Rhode Island as believing that town meet- 
ing is becoming outmoded, mostly because of the com- 
plexity and size of the municipal structure, and the 
growth of the towns. 

The solutions he offers are several — representative 
town meeting, a powerful town council with appropriating 
powers, or a budget commission, elected by the people, 
with authority to raise funds and assess taxes, 

There have been many questions here concerning the 
unlimited form of town meeting. Some voters believe it is 
not an efficient system, others are strongly in favor of it, 
until such time as the auditonium just won’t hold the 
people wishing to attend. 

The Rhode Island professor believes, on the contrary, 
that smaller attendance results from the towns’ complex 
financial structure. And if this happens, then Andover 
never would over-fill its auditorium on town meeting day. 

Eventually, there must be some serious thought given 
to the question on a local basis, even if this results in a 
reaffirmation that the unlimited town meeting is best for 


us.
